UCH attention was turned in the 
‘Sixties to a discovery of rich 
silver veins on a tiny storm 

swept island in Lake Superior. The ore 

was worked, and in the course of a year 
or so the island proved itself to be one 
of the richest silver mines in the world, 

Owing, however, to the smallness of its 

size a few years’ working sufficed to 

strip the island of its treasures, and 
like others in Canada, and other parts of 
the world, its name and fame are now 
alike almost forgotten, Only a few 
ramshackle, deserted buildings—rising 
apparently out of the waters of the lake 

remain as evidence of the prosperous 
industry once carried on there. Our ar- 

ticle is compiled from a paper read at a 

meeting of the American Institute of 

Mining Engineers (held in Montreal in 

1879) by Mr. Thomas Macfarlane, then 

of Aetonvale, Quebec, and now of Port 

Arthur. 

Silver Islet was discovered in 1868, 
during an exploring and grospeveny 
trip, carried out along the coast o 
Thunder Bay, a huge sweep of Lake 
Superior, in which Port Arthur and Fort 
William are now situated. 
lane had ordered his party to make a 
geological map of a certain location, in 
the course of which the surveying of the 
shore line took place. While planting 
pickets on the many islands fronting the 
shore, they noticed a tiny island, which 
was subsequently to become famous. 
Some of the galena was blasted out, 
and nuggets of metallic silver were 
found dete to the water’s edge, while 
the vein, which was of extraordinary 
richness, was observed to run out un- 
der the water, The island upon which 
these discoveries were made was situat- 
ed about three parts of a mile from the 
main land, and measured originally 90 
feet each way, rising about 8 feet at its 
highest level, above the level of the 
lake. 

The metallic minerals of the vets 
which occurred in the island were silver, 


silver glance, tetrahedrite, domevkite, | 


galena, blende, iron and copper pyrites, 
cobalt bloom, and nickel green. The 
two latter substances seem to be oxida- 
tion products of a peculiar mineral 
which contained, besides small nug 
gets and grains of pure metallic silver, 
thim plates and grains of a sectile min 
eral;*having a reddish-brown color, and 
ontaining arsenic, cobalt, nickel, and 
silver, in the following quantities:

This mineral was named ‘‘ Macfar 
lanite.’’ By other experiments as much 
as 93.54 per cent. of silver was obtain 
ed. The work of separating the various 
minerals appears to have been very diffi 
eult, and many other experiments as to 


the best way of dealing with the ore}

xpensive works would be necessary for 
protection. Mr. Maefarlane estimated 
that an expenditure of $50,000 would be 
necessary in this respect, This amount 
the Montreal Mining Company were un 
ible to find, and the island was sold, in 
November, 1870, to New York and De- 
troit capitalists, The new owners began 
it once to establish a permanent mine 
at Silver Islet. Breakwaters were built 
and part of the vein enclosed by 4 
coffer-dam, out of which the water was 
pumped, Then a considerable amount of 
mining was done, and seventy-seven tons 
f ore were shipped before the close or 
navigation. The time devoted to min 
ing had only been four weeks, and the 
sum spent upen the protective works 
had been $80,000. The total value of 
the ore shipped was $91,445, surely a re 
markable return upon the expenditure 
in so short a time, 

During the months of the freeze-up 
the experiences of the working party 
were unenviable and unpleasant. ‘To- 
wards the end of February several gales 
vecurred, The floating broken ie 
caught on the crests of huge waves, was 
lashed with sucu force against the out- 
work as to tear away 240 feet of it. The 


heaviest timber was insufficient to with-| 


stand the shock of the battering of rag 
ged, knife-sharp ice edges, The extremi- 
ties of large logs were so chafed as to 
resemble huge booms and bolts, 144 in, 
to > in. in diameter, were twisted and 
broken, Then the seas overflowed into 
the coffer-dam, and the work of pump- 
ing had to be recommenced, In spite of 
these set-backs, mining was rapidly re- 
sumed, and by May 1, 1871, an excava- 
tion had been made on the rich part of 
the vein enclosed by the coffer-dam, Dur- 
ing the year to the close of navigation 
iver 400 tons of ore were shipped, val- 
ved at $642,931. The total production 
of the island had by this time reached 
577 tons, valued at $763,400, but of this 
amount two tons had been lost on the

FPXUERE is now employed by physie-

PROGRESS OF CHINA’S WAR ON OPIUM 


JHE greatest temperance campaign in the world is not the 
one that has been making state after state ‘‘dry’’ in 
America, but the crusade of the Chinese Government 

against opium, which has now been in progress for three 
years, The authorities have set themselves ‘*the stupendous 
task of eradicating this national and popular vice in a coun- 
try whose population is generally estimated at 400,000,000,’’ 
says the Annual Report on Opium Suppression, issued by the 
British Legation at Pekin, Sir John Jordan, the British Min- 
ister at the Chinese capital, says in a dispatch to London that 
the Government is making ‘‘considerable progress’’ in this 
work, and ‘‘there has undoubtedly been a very sensible dim- 
inution in the consumption and cultivation of opium, and a 
public opinion has been formed which will greatly strengthen 
the hands of the Government and the provincial authorities 
in the drastic measure which they contemplate taking in the 
near future.’’ 


The Bombay Guardian confirms this optimistic view of the 
British official in the following terms: 

‘*Previous reports have showed great differences in the 
success with which the great reform is being carried out in 
different provinces of the great Chinese Empire. The present 
report (1909) shows a more striking contrast than any of the 
others, especially as regards the cultivation of the opium | 
pop At one end of the scale stand six widely separated | 
provinces, in which orders for total prohibition were issued 
and enforced during the season of 1907-8, with remarkable 
success, ‘Two of these, Shansi and Yunnan, had been among 
the largest producers of opium, nearly all the suitable lands 
in both being given up to poppy cultivation. Yet, with the 
exception of the -portions of Yunnan occupied by semi-inde 
pendent races, they have been almost cleared o1 the poppy.’’ 


Each of the opium-growing provinces was visited by a} 
British official, whose reports, declares this journal, ‘‘ testify | 
to the remarkable success achieved in checking the plague 
of poppies.’’ Yet reports have not always been so favorable, 
principally owing to the weakness of those in authority, and 
we are told:

iy may not be generally known that 
the first repeating shotgun was in- 
vented by a young man in Vermont. 

This is a fact, however, and as | know 

the particulars I will relate them for 

the benefit of the readers. 

I made my first deer-hunting trip to 
the Adirondack Forest, in the State of 
New York, in the fall of 1889. The 
party consisted of an old deer hunter by 
the name of Jackson Miller, an old fox 
hunter by the name of Abe Comstock, 
and two young men on their first hunt 
ing trips, Chester Brownell, and the 
writer, This was also Abe’s first deer 
hunting trip. This was before any rail 
roads were built in that region, and the 
trip had to be made by team, over rough 
roads through the primitive forest, 
where settlers’ houses were far between, 

As some of the particulars of the trip 
might be of some interest to the young 
er readers, I will relate them. Mr, Mil 
ler furnished the team, a regular farm 
wagon with a pair of good horses. The 
outfit consisted of a tent, blankets, tin 
baker and such other things as are 
usually taken on such trips. 


We crossed Lake Champlain from 
Burlington, Vt., on one of the large 
steamers that ply the lake, and arrived 
at Port Kent, N.Y., about noon.” After 
lunch we started out on our journey to 
Saranac Lakes, a distance of fifty-two 
miles, camping by the roadside where 
night overtook us. This part of the 
trip was made without any incident 


worthy of notice, and we arrived at the | 


home of our guide, Mr. Moody, at sun 
down on the second day out from home. 
As Ben, our guide, had already made ar- 
Tangements for our boats and other ar 
ticles necessary for camp comfort, we 
were able to get a fairly early start 
the next morning, for the last part of 
our trip, which was through the chain of 
Saranac Lakes, and over the carry in to 
Raquett River, and down that river 
about twenty miles to Tupper’s Lake, 
where we were to camp and hunt 

In going this distance of about fifty

Mr, Miller 
proved himself worthy of the name 
‘*Old Bear Slayer,’’ and Abe proved a 
foxy old hunter. Abe was a character 
himself, a farmer by trade, and a brag 
by nature, but it’s only fair to say that

Abe, with his bushy veard and heavy 
gruff voice, seemed to me a great and 
mighty uunter, IL was thrilled by his 
wonderful stories, and always happy 
when he would allow me to be his com 
panion for the day.
